Sir, 


I have  the  honour  to  present  my  repoi-t  on  the  public  health  of  the 
district  for  the  year  196?.  There  were  no  dramatic  or  serioiis  incidents 
affecting  the  health  of  the  human  residents  in  the  year  - which  is  as  it 
should  be  - but  there  was  a sharp  outbreak  of  foot  and  mouth  disease,  which 
at  the  time  seemed  very  severe  and  tragic.  The  major  part  of  this  outbreak 
centered  on  the  southern  part  of  the  district,  but  it  was  rapidly  controlled. 
Later  in  the  year  our  experience  was  made  to  seem  almost  insignificant  by 
the  epidemic  in  the  north  west  of  England. 

I wish  to  record  my  thanks  for  the  help  and  support  which  I have 
received  from  the  staff  of  the  department  and  from  the  v/hole  of  the  Council's 
staff,  as  well  as  from  doctors,  nurses  and  others  in  the  field  of  social 
work,  both  voluntary  and  salaried  workers.  Finally,  Sir,  I am  grateful  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  under- 
standing and  assistance.

GENEPAL 


STAFF 

There  were  no  major  staff  changes  in  1967*  Mr.  Stafford  commenced  in 
the  newly  created  post  of  rodent  operative  in  January  but  resigned  later  in 
the  year.  Mr.  Hazzard  was  appointed  in  May  to  replace  him.  The  department 
shaires  a clerical  post  with  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  department,  and 
Mr.  Teasdale  served  in  this  post  for  a short  period;  after  he  left 
Mrs.  J.  Harfield  was  appointed  as  a part  time  clerk.  She  resigned  on  the 
appointment  of  Mr.  Buxton  to  the  shared  post. 

Mr.  Pollard,  a naval  pupil  health  inspector,  became  attached  to  the 
department  for  practical  training  in  September.  He  is  taking  the  course 
provided  by  Highbury  Technical  College,  which  has  changed  from  the  "day 
release"  to  the  "block"  type  of  instruction.  In  this  the  pupils  spend  six 
months  in  theoretical  instruction  and  six  months  "in  the  field". 

Mr.  Pollard  spent  two  weeks  in  the  Department  before  starting  at 
Highbury  in  September,  and  will  return  to  the  department  in  the  summer  of 

1968. 


The  most  dramatic  event  in  the  year  was  an  outbreal^  of  foot  and  mouth 
disease  which  occurred  in  January  and  which  was  most  severe  in  the  Southwick 
and  Funtley  areas.  Writing  since  the  great  epidemic  in  Shropshire  and 
Cheshire  which  occurred  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  South  Hampshire  outbreal^, 
which  involved  only  28  farms,  pales  into  insignificance,  but  at  the  time  it 
seemed  a major  catastrophe.  The  size  and  scope  of  the  control  measures 
were  impressive,  and  the  disposal  of  the  carcases  of  slaughtered  stock  was 
carried  out  very  efficiently.  On  only  one  case  did  we  have  to  intervene, 
where  a pit  for  burial  had  been  sited  too  close  to  a water  course,  and  no 
"nuisance"  within  the  meaning  of  the  Public  Health  Act  was  caused  in  the 
District, 

During  the  period  of  the  infection  refuse  collection  and  cesspit 
emptying  at  farms  was  suspended,  and  staff  visited  farms  only  after 
obtaining  permission.  These  restrictions  were  enforced  again  at  the  end  of 
the  year  during  the  major  epidemic. 

In  my  report  for  1966  I dealt  at  some  length  with  the  problem  of  gastro- 
enteritis caused  by  the  Salmonella  group  of  bacteria,  and  a proposal  by  the 
Council  relating  to  the  need  for  control  measures  to  prevent  this  disease  was 
accepted  by  the  Hampshire  Branch  of  the  Association  of  Rural  District  Councils 
for  submission  to  the  national  body. 
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uring  the  year  the  Maud  and  Mallaby  Committees  published  their  reports  » 
on  e organisation  and  staffing  of  local  government  services,  the  Royal 
Commission  on  Local  Government  commenced  its  deliberations  and  the  Seebohm 
committee  on  the  organisation  of  "ffimily  services”  in  central  and  local 
gover^ent  services  continued  its  examination  of  the  problems  in  this  field. 
Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Minister  of  Health  announced  that  in  I968 
the  government  would  publish  proposals  for  administrative  changes  in  the 
a lonal  Health  Service.  An  earlier  proposal  to  remove  the  provision  of 
ambulance  services  from  local  authorities  to  regional  hospital  boards  was 
wisely  postponed  in  views  of  the  possibility  of  impending  changes  in  both 
local  government  and  the  National  Health  Service. 


uring  the  year  a new  typewriter  replaced  the  elderly  and  temperamental 
machine  we  previously  used.  This  may  seem  a trivial  point  to  include  in 
this  report,  but  the  clerk  would  not  regard  it  as  such;  there  is  often  a 
tendency  in  the  public  service  to  ’’make  do”  v;ith  inefficient  equipment  which 
IS  frustrating  for  those  who  have  to  use  it. 


Droxford  Rural  District 

The  district  lies  in  the  south-east  of  Hampshire,  bounded  on  the  south 
by  the  expanding  urban  areas  of  Havant  and  Waterloo,  Portsmouth,  Fareham  and 
Southampton,  and  the  greater  part  of  the  propulation  resides  in  the  southern 
half  of  the  district.  There  is  no  large  town  in  the  District,  but  Bishop's 
Waltham,  Denraead  and  Wickham  are  towns  with  between  3,CXX)  and  4,000  inhabitants. 
In  the  northern  part  the  population  is  more  sparse  and  scattered.  This 
northern  part  is  largely  composed  of  chalk  downland,  being  the  western 
extremity  of  the  South  Downs,  and  is  mainly  given  over  to  large  agricultural 
units  comprising  both  arable  and  stock  farming.  In  the  south  the  soil  is 
mainly  clay  and  sand  and  the  holdings  are  smaller  with  much  market  gardening. 

Much  of  the  district  is  of  great  scenic  beauty,  and  building  development 
is  controlled  either  by  proposed  "Green  Belt”  restrictions  or  by  being 
scheduled  as  of  outstanding  beauty.  There  are  no  major  industrial  under- 
takings within  the  District,  agriculture  in  its  various  forms  (and  including 
timber)  being  the  main  source  of  occupation.  In  the  south  in  particular 
many  of  the  residents  are  employed  in  the  neighbouring  towns  and  cities.

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replace  its  present  Funtley  abattoir  with  new  premises.  Should  this  new 
slaughterhouse  be  built  it  will  be  the  responsibility  of  this  council  to 
provide  staff  for  the  inspection  of  all  animals  slaughtered  there.  However, 
it  is  likely  to  be  some  ysars  before  the  problem  of  sewage  disposal  from  this 
area  can  be  solved  and  the  abattoir  cannot  be  built  until  this  is  done.  By 
that  time  there  could  be  major  changes  in  the  present  system  of  local 
government.  New  slaughterhouses  are  something  of  a rarity  in  Britain,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  careful  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  design  so  that 
it  can  be  hygienic  in  operation.  Far  too  many  slaughterhouses  in  this 
country  are  quite  unsuitable  for  their  purpose. 

The  new  Building  Regulations  impose  a minimum  size  cf  4000  gallons  for 
a domestic  cess  pit  and  as  a result  of  this  the  Council  revised  its  system 
of  "free  emptyings".  Previously  the  householder  was  entitled  to  four  free 
emptyings  in  a year,  whereby  the  pit  was  completely  emptied  each  time  no 
matter  how  many  tanker  loads  were  involved  (a  tanker  load  is  approximately 
1200  gallons).  This  was  unfairly  advantageous  to  the  householder  possessing 
a large  pit. 

Under  the  new  system  five  tanker  loads  are  removed  free  each  year. 

The  change  was  the  cause  of  some  unfavourable  comment. 

The  disposal  of  cess  liquor  remains  a major  problem  and  the  Council's 
cervice  was  as  hard  pressed  in  this  respect  in  19^7  'US  in  previous  years. 


Refuse  Disposal 

During  the  year  a change  was  made  to  a new  tip  site  which  has  proved 
satisfactory  in  operation.  The  weekly  "kerbside"  collection  was  maintained 
throughout  the  district.  This  district  has  no  immediate  problem  in  finding 
sites  for  refuse  disposal,  but  neighbouring  authorities  are  not  so  fortunate, 
ar.d  during  the  year  a survey  into  this  problem  was  undertaken.  The  volume 
of  domestic  refuse  is  growing  rapidly,  mainly  as  a result  of  the  increasing 
packaging  of  almost  all  articles  sold.  Vi/hilst  this  is  to  be  welcomed  in  the 
case  of  foodstuffs  it  is  iinnecessary  for  many  household  articles  to  be 
cocooned  in  several  layers  of  paper  and  card  as  is  increasingly  the  custom. 

As  purchasers  we  should  protest  against  this,  for  we  have  to  pay  extra  for 
the  privi^e  ^*e  of  tearing  it  off  the  article  and  as  ratepayers  extra  to  get 
rid  of  it  as  refuse. 

The  initial  report  issued  indicates  clearly  that  the  major  urban 
authorities  in  the  area  are  going  to  have  to  provide  one  or  more  industrial 
plants  for  refuse  disposal.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  will  include 
facilities  for  dealing  with  car  bodies.  Already  derelict  cars  are 
presenting  a problem  to  all  local  authorities  but  this  is  as  nothing  to  what 
it  will  be  in  a few  years,  and  the  most  suitable  solution  would  appear  to  be 
the  construction  of  a plant  to  which  these  sorry  remnants  could  be  sent  from 
all  authorities  in  the  surrounding  areas.

There  was  no  real  progress  on  the 
re-alignment  of  the  A 533  through  Bishop's  Waltham  during  the  year,  and  the 
demolitions  in  the  centre  of  the  town  are  still  an  eyesore. 


FOOD  HYGIENE 

Two  authorities  are  concerned  in  maintaining  satisfactory  food  hygiene; 
the  district  council  is  primarily  concerned  with  the  state  of  the  premises, 
the  methods  of  preparation  used  and  the  health  of  the  workers.  The 
Council,  through  its  Weights  and  Measures  department  is  more  concerned  with 
the  quality  of  the  food  offered  for  sale  (and  is  not  concerned  only  with 
foodstuffs).  There  is  some  overlap  here,  but  we  work  closely  with  the 
County  Officials,  and  are  grateful  for  the  help  they  give  us. 

There  were  several  known  incidents  of  "food  poisoning"  which  are  dealt 
with  more  fully  under  "Infectious  Diseases".  There  was  also  an  outbreak  of 
bacillary  dysentery  associated  with  a school,  but  this  was  not  associated 

with  contaminated  food. 

In  controlling  environmental  and  personal  hygiene  we  depend  on  the 
assistance  and  advice  given  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  service  and  we 
are  most  grateful  to  Dr.  M.  H.  Hughes  and  Dr.  D.  J.  H.  Payne,  directors  of 
the  laboratories  at  Winchester  and  Portsmouth  and  to  their  staffs.

Family  Doctor  Service 

1967  saw  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Drew  Mitchell  from  active  practice  in 
Bishop's  Waltham,  where  he  had  been  since  1920,  and  Dr.  E,  J.  Horn  of 
Denmead  also  announced  his  retirement  after  35  years  of  general  practice  in 
the  area,  in  which  there  have  been  many  changes  since  he  first  put  up  his 
plate . 

Nursing  and  Midwifery 

There  was  no  change  in  the  pattern  of  service  provided;  most  practices 
have  a Health  Visitor  and  Nurse/Midwife  attached  to  them.  There  were  some 
changes  in  staff  but  it  was  possible  to  maintain  the  service  at  all  times.

The  table  above  shows  that  attendance  at  the  child  welfare  clinics  is 
quite  considerable;  the  success  of  these  clinics  is  very  much  due  to  the 
efforts  of  the  voluntary  workers,  who  make  the  "clinic"  something  of  a social 
event  and  who  distribute  welfare  foods  as  well  as  relieving  the  Health 
Visitor  of  much  routine  work  and  thus  enabling  her  to  devote  more  time  to  the 
mothers  and  their  babies.  Many  of  these  voluntary  workers  have  given  years 
of  service  and  we  thank  them  for  their  help. 
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Home  Help.  This  service  is  to  help  those  who  are  either  temporarily  or 
permanently  incapacitated  to  maintain  themselves  in  their  own  homes. ^ As 
will  be  seen  from  the  following  table  the  greater  part  of  this  work  is  with 
the  old  and  infirm.  The  "good  neighbour"  scheme  is  part  of  the  same 
service  but  operates  on  a more  informal  basis  — the  neighbour  pops  in  not 
at  regular  hours  but  when  ^he  is  free  to  do  so.  But  for  the  devoted  help 
provided  by  these  ladies  a number  of  elderly  people  would  find  it  necessary 
to  leave  their  homes  for  institutional  care.

Welfare  Close  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  Welfare  Officers  of  the 
Courity” Council  who  are  often  able  to  help  in  cases  of  illness  or  disability 
as  well  as  in  other  social  crisse,  Droxford  R,D.  comes  under  the  Fareham 
Welfare  Office;  Mr.  Cattanach,  the  officer  mainly  reponsible  for  this 
District  moved  to  the  Havant  Welfare  Office  on  promotion  early  in  I968  and 
his  place  has  been  taken  by  Mrs.  Skilton.  Two  homes  for  the  elderly  are 
operated  by  the  County  Council  at  Corhampton  and  Curdridge,  and  building 
commenced  of  a new  home  in  Bishop’s  Waltham  during  the  year.

VOLUNTARY  SERVICE 


Much  of  the  help  needed  to  tide  a family  or  an  individual  over  some 
difficult  period  still  comesj' within  the  family,  but  in  these  days  it  is 
becoming  more  common  for  the  individual  members  of  a family  to  be  widely 
scattered  from  each  other  and  from  the  parents.  Luckily  most  people  will 
"lend  a hand”  when  the  need  arises,  but  there  are  also  many  societies  and 
other  organisations  whose  members  devote  much  time  and  effort  to  community 
service  of  one  sort  and  another. 


Meals  on  Wheels. 

This  is  operated  for  the  County  and  District  Councils  by  the  VJ.R.V.S. 
and  is  now  available  in  every  parish  on  two  days  a week.  The  work  is 
arduous  and  can  be  difficult  in  bad  weather,  but  it  is  appreciated  by  the 
housebound  as  much  for  the  regular  visit  as  for  the  meal.  We  owe  a debt  of 
gratitude  to  the  ladies  providing  this  service  as  well  as  to  the  staffs  at 
Knowle  Hospital  and  Fairthorne  Manor  who  cook  the  meals.

British  Red  Cross.  This  society  is  active  in  nursing  training  and  welfare. 
They  are  the  agents  for  the  County  Council  in  the  provision  of  home  nursing 
aids.  They  also  organise  chiropody  clinics  in  a number  of  parishes,  and 
clubs  for  the  elderly  and  for  the  disabled. 


Welfare  Co-ordinating  Committee 

A short  ’’directory”  to  local  social  services  was  issued  during  the  year 
to  all  members  of  this  committee.  At  the  October  meeting  there  was  a^ 
discussion  OJI  the  future  of  this  committee,  and  it  was  decided  by  a majority 
that  it  should  cease  to  exist  in  its  original  form.  Despite  this  decision 
it  was  apparent  that  there  were  a number  of  persons  at  the  meeting  who  would 
like  the  organisation  to  continue  in  being,  though  perhaps  in  an  altered  form 

Accordingly  it  was  decided  to  call  a further  meeting  in  the  spring  of 
1968  to  give  further  thought  to  this  matter.  This  meeting  was  held  in 
May  1968  and  it  was  decided  to  continue  to  hold  meetings  of  the  committee 

twice  yearly.

There  was  again  a reduction  in  the  number  of  births  recorded,*  although 
this  reflected  the  national  trend,  the  corrected  birth  rate  for  the  district 
remained  below  the  national  rate.  There  was  a slight  drop  in  the  number  of 
illegitimate  births,  which  in  19^7  were  4.9%  of  all  live  births. 

There  were  7 stillbirths,  giving  a rate  of  19*0  per  1000  live  births. 

This  is  higher  than  the  national  rate  of  lA..  8,  but  the  numbers  involved  in  this 
district  are  too  small  to  allow  of  a valid  comparison.

Half  the  deaths  were  due  to  three  main  groups  of  diseases;  one  fifth  were 
due  to  cancer  of  all  types,  and  this  is  the  national  experience.  The  number  of 
deaths  from  cancer  continues  to  increase  each  year  and  yet  competent  authorities 
have  declared  that  one  third  of  these  deaths  are  preventable.  Cancer  of  the  lung 
remained  the  biggest  "killer"  in  this  group  and  the  relation  between  cigarette 
smoking  and  lung  cancer  is  so  well  known  as  to  make  further  mention  of  it  here 
superfluous.

Bacillary  Dysentery.  20  of  the  cases  notified  above  were  in  an  outbreak 
affecting  a primary  school  which  occurred  early  in  the  year.  The  disease 
had  been  present  for  some  2 weeks  before  v/e  were  informed  and  the  investi- 
gations and  follow-up  involved  the  staff  in  considerable  work.  The  premises 
were  inadequate  for  the  nunibers  attending  and  a report  was  submitted  to  the 
managers  and  additional  buildings  were  planned  for  erection  in  1968,  One 
function  in  the  village  was  cancelled  on  medical  advice  at  the  height  of  the 
outbreak. 

The  school  premises  were  disinfected  during  the  Easter  holiday. 

The  other  two  cases  were  separate  incidents;  in  one  we  could  not  trace 
the  source,  in  the  other  the  patient  was  first  taken  ill  in  Scotland, 


Salmonella  infections  ("Food  Poisoning'*) . 

The  position  in  regard  to  salmonella  infections  was  reviewed  in  the 
report  for  1966,  Of  the  9 cases  reported,  5 were  due  to  S.  typhimurium. 

Two  of  these  were  infected  from  livestock  on  a farm  in  an  incident  reported 
in  the  1966  report.  The  other  three  cases  were  in  one  family  and  it  proved 
impossible  to  trace  the  source, 

2 cases  were  due  to  S . kicimbu  and  were  infected  (with  many  others)  at  a 
dinner  in  a neighbouring  city.  The  infection  here  was  due  to  turkeys,  which 
had  been  stuffed.  The  cooking  was  not  sufficient  to  sterilise  the  stuffing. 
It  requires  many  hours  cooking  to  raise  the  temperature  in  the  centre  of  a 
large  stuffed  bird  high  enough  to  destroy  all  bacteria.  Finally  there  were 
2 cases  of  S.  Stanley  infection  in  one  household  and  here  again  no  source  of 
infection  was  found. 
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Two  points  are  worthy  of  comment.  It  is  now  quite  clear  that  treatment 
of  mild  salmonella  infections  with  antibiotics  is  harmful  in  that  it  undoubt- 
edly prolongs  the  period  of  excretion  of  the  bacteria,  during  which  the 
person  is  a potential  danger  to  others.  The  severe  case  may  well  require 
antibiotic  treatment  as  a life  saving  measure. 

The  other  is  that  each  week  a summary  of  all  isolations  of  organisms 
causing  human  disease  is  published  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 
but  this  is  not  made  available  to  M.O's.H.  Such  a summary  would  be  of,  great 
value  in  investigating  these  occurrences.  Local  Public  Health  Laboratories 
are  most  cooperative  in  informing  the  M.O.H.  of  any  positive  isolation 
within  his  area,  but  in  these  days  of  travel  the  source  of  infection  is  not 
always  local.  It  has  been  said  that  the  decision  not  to  circulate  this 
information  to  M.O's.H.  has  been  reconsidered  but  up  to  the  time  of  writing 
no  copy  of  this  summary  has  been  received. 


Brucellosis . One  positive  "ring"  test  from  milk  from  a farm  in  the  district 
was  investigated  but  this  showed  the  herd  to  be  free  of  infection.  It  will 
be  known  that  there  is  now  a scheme  in  operation  to  eradicate  this  infection 
from  cattle,  commencing  with  the  registration  of  attested  disease  free  nerds. 
This  had  to  be  put  in  abeyance  during  the  severe  epidemic  of  Foot  and  Mouth 
disease  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


Tu’l'crv'^closis . 

The  Tuberculosis  Register  was  revised  and  it  became  apparent  that  it  was 
far  from  accurate,  due  in  the  main  to  a failure©  to  notify  district  authorities 
of  changes.  Many  cases  under  observation  only  are  lost  sight  of  when  they 
change  their  place  of  residence  without  informing  the  chest  clinic.  The 
revised  register  is  more  accurate  and  reflects  a truer  picture  of  this 
disease  in  the  District.

Responsibility  for  the  payment  of  general  practitioners  for  immunisation 
was  transferred  from  the  County  Council  ibo  the  Executive  Council  during  19^7 • 
The  forms  devised  for  these  records  are  somewhat  complex  and  it  is  often 
difficult  to  decipher  the  copy  finally  returned  to  district  council  offices 
via  the  county.  Hampshire  is  in  the  process  of  recording  immunisation  by 
computer,  and  Droxford  R.D.  will  be  taken  into  this  scheme  in  I968.  One  of 
the  advantages  is  that  by  use  of  the  computer  it  is  possible  to  issue 
reminders  direct  to  parents  when  primary  immunisation  or  reinforcing  doses 
are  needed,  and  at  the  same  time  to  provide  an  appointment  for  them  with 
their  family  doctor  or  clinic  according  to  their  initial  choice.  West 
Sussex,  which  pioneered  this  system  in  Britain,  claims  the  highest 
immunisation  rates  in  the  country. 

The  number  of  immunisations  recorded  in  19^7  showed  an  increase  over 
1966  (when  they  were  lower  than  in  I965)  and  this  is  a welcome  move.  Most 
are  given  by  family  doctors,  and  unless  each  is  notified  by  the  doctor  they 
cannot  be  recorded.  It  is  probable  that  the  introduction  of  the  new  system 
in  1967  resulted  in  better  recordings.

The  table  shows  interesting  changes  in  the  pattern  of  immunisation.  First, 
there  is  a marked  drop  in  the  numbers  given  primary  immunisation  against 
Whooping  Cough.  Secondly,  there  is  a drop  in  the  number  of  reinforcing 
doses  given  as  compared  with  I966.  Finally,  by  the  end  of  the  year  no  less 
than  94%  of  children  born  in  I966  had  been  immunised  against  Diphtheria  and 
Tetanus;  the  corresponding  figure  in  the  previous  year  v/as  73% • These 
proportions  are  not  wholly  accurate  because  they  take  no  account  of  possible 
movements  of  children  into  or  out  of  the  district.  They  do  dedicate  a very 
satisfactory  level  of  primary  immunisation,  though  the  drop  in  reinforcing 
doses  is  less  satisfactory.

There  was  a slight  drop  in  both  primary  and  revaccinations  in  196? • 
Because  of  the  different  form  of  recording  used  it  is  not  possible  to 
arrive  at  an  estimate  of  the  proportion  of  children  protected  against 
Smallpox  but  it  is  certainly  well  below  50% • This  has  two  disadvantages; 
when  they  are  older  many  will  travel  abroad,  and  will  probably  require  to 
be  vaccinated  for  this  purpose.  Primary  vaccination  in  adolescence  has  a 
higher  rate  of  complications  than  in  infancy  - though  it  is  still  extremely 
small.  And  with  so  low  a state  of  immunity  in  the  population  should  the 
disease  occur  locally  it  would  spread;  in  these  days  of  air  transport  this 
is  a constant  risk. 


IMMUNISATION  AND  TRAVEL 


There  are  international  certificates  of  immunisation  prescribed  for 
three  diseases,  and  travellers  entering  a country  may  be  required  to  be  in 
possession  of  any  of  these  or  if  not  to  submit  to  immediate  immunisation. 

Smallpox.  Obtainable  from  general  practitioners  or  child  welfare  clinics. 
Valid  for  3 years;  in  cases  of  primary  vaccination  the  result  must  be 
inspected  7 to  10  days  later. 

Cholera.  Required  only  for  travel  to  the  Middle  and  Far  East;  enquire  as 
to  the  need  for  a certificate  from  the  carrier.  Obtainable  from  general 
practitioners,  who  will  usually  need  to  order  the  vaccine.  Valid  for 
6 months,  effective  from  the  second  of  two  injections. 

Both  the  above  international  certificates  require  the  doctor’s 
signature  to  be  authenticated  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
District  of  residence. 
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Yellow  Fever.  Required  for  travel  to  certain  parts  of  Africa,  South 
America  and  the  Far  East;  the  carrier  should  be  asked  if  it  is  required. 
This  is  available  only  at  certain  specified  centres,  of  which  the  Health 
Centre,  Southampton  (tel.  28721)  is  one.  Valid  for  10  years. 

Immunisation  against  typhoid  fever  is  not  obligatory,  but  is  advised 
for  travel  to  certain  European  and  other  countries  where  this  disease  is 
more  prevalent  than  it  is  in  Britain. 

Intending  travellers  should  consult  their  doctor  in  good  time  about 
immunisation;  it  may  require  a month  to  complete  the  full  schedule.

Milk  Supply 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1963i  all  milk  sold 
by  retail  within  the  Droxford  Rural  District  must  be  classified  either  as 
Untreated  or  Pasteurised,  4 Dealers  are  now  licensed  for  the  sale  of 
Ultra  Heat  Treated  Milk» 

Meat  Inspection 

Since  the  establishment  of  the  Wessex  Slaughterhouses  Board,  all  meat 
inspection  for  this  area  is  done  at  the  Funtley  Abattoir,  Fareham. 

There  remains  one  Knackers'  yard  in  the  district,  which  is  licensed  by 
the  Wessex  Slaughterhouses  Board  on  receipt  of  recommendations  from  this 
Authority. 


Food  Adulteration 

The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  Mr.  J,  S,  Preston, 

Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures,  Hampshire  County  Council*  This 
department  works  closely  with  Mr.  Preston  and  his  staff  in  the  administration 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 i for  which  the  County  is  the  authority,  and 
we  are  grateful  for  the  advice  and  assistance  we  receive  from  them  at  all 
times . 


During  the  year  which  ended  on  the  51st  December,  196? i 1^8  samples  were 
procured  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955i  within  the  area  of  the  Droxford 
Rural  District  Council. 

Milk  Samples 

73  samples  of  milk,  including  31  of  "Channel  Islands"  were  taken,  of 
these,  three  were  below  the  required  fat  content.  The  samples  in  question 
were  from  one  pint  bottles,  four  other  samples  of  similar  milk,  being 
satisfactory.  1'he  low  quality  milk  was  of  morning's  production  and  the 
producer  undertook  to  ensure  that  the  morning  and  evening  milk  was  mixed 
together  in  order  to  even  out  the  fat  content  of  milk  sold  by  retail.  The 
deficiencies  were  not  serious  enough  to  warrant  legal  action,  but  further 
tests  were  made. 
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One  other  sainp].e,  again  from  a pint  bottle  of  milk,  contained  of 
added  water  but  the  solids-not-fat  content  was  above  the  minimum  of  o.5%i 
in  spite  of  the  adulteration.  Follow-up  samples  from  the  same  source  were 
satisfactory  and  there  had  not  been  any  previous  complaint  affecting  the 
dairy  responsible.  In  the  circumstances,  the  matter  was  dealt  with  by  a 
warning. 

Miscellar-eous  Samples 

75  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  v/ere  obtained.  These  consisted 
of  cream  (l)  , ice-cream  (l),  meat  products  (5)i  spirits  (25) j preserves  (2), 
and  miscellaneous  samples  (4l). 


Adverse  reports  were  received  in  respect  of  the  four  samples  detailed 
below: - 

(1)  A sample  of  fish  portions  which  was  found  to  be  incorrectly 
labelled  in  that  the  term  "fish"  was  used  without  any 
description  as  to  the  variety;  under  the  Labelling  of  Food 
Order,  specific  names  rather  than  generic  terms  are  required. 

(2)  A sample  of  a fruit  lolly,  which  was  found  to  contain  only 
2%  of  fruit  juice.  This  is  regarded  as  low  for  a product 

of  this  type,  and  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  manufacturer 

concerned. 

(5)  A sample  of  peppermint  cordial  the  label  of  which  bore  no 

indication  that  it  contained  an  artificial  sweetener.  The 
matter  was  referred  to  the  bot biers. 

(4)  A sample  of  honey  which  was  partly  discoloured  with  brownish 
matter  found  to  consist  mainly  of  masses  of  pollen  with  bees 
wax.  The  honey  was  of  a most  unattractive  appearance  and 
had  given  rise  to  a Consumer  complainu.  The  information  was 
passed  to  the  producer  concerned. 


General 

In  addition  to  the  samples  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  the  usual 
attention  was  given  to  the  labels  and  descriptions  of  food  and  drugs  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines 
Act,  There  were  no  serious  complaints  concerning  these  matters. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


Work  on  this  was  maintained  throughout  the  year  and  block  control  was 
carried  out  - no  new  major  infestations  were  found.  The  Deputy  Rodent 
Officer  and  a Rodent  Operative  being  employed  on  survey  and  operations.
